FOR LIMITINQ APPEALS 


A Step Toward the Judicial Reforms 


Advocated by Justice Brewer. 


The Illinois State Bar Association 


has adopted i evolutions recommending, 
certain changes in 
legal Procedme 


which will expedite litigation, If the 
legislature gives Us sanction. The new 
system contemplates the repeal of a 1 
laws granting appeals from the circuit, 
count* and probate courts, except in 
criminal cases, and those in which a 
franchise, the-validity of a statute or 
a freehold Is involved The right of 
appeal has b^n abused. Tho facility 
with which the rehearing of cases cnn 
be secured frequently leads to vexa- 
tlou» delays, multiplies cos s and un- 
nfcresarlly increases the labors of the 
couits. The changes proposed by tlie 
Illinois State Bar Association aie rad- 
ical, but It is i representative body of 
lawyers, and the legislature will doubt- 
less give careful consideration to the 
recommendations. 
Appeals in ci Imlnal cases are rxoept- 


ed from the proposed system, though 
one of our highest judicial authoiltipa , 
has suggested that appeals In such 
cases might be regulated In the interest 
of speedier Justice 
and for the

Brewer in his Yale lectures, declared 
that it seems sometimes as If legisla- 
tion were conceived in the snilt of ob- 
struction to the punishment of crim- 
inals and of Indefinite postponement 
thereof "by appeal, writ or error and 
habeas corpus.

Training the Daughter to Think; 
Scholarship is a purpose commonly 


held in the school and college for boys. 
Although not one boy In a thousand 
will become a scholar, yet It is well 
th,at the purpose Is general. If one boy 
in a thousand becomes a scholar, one 
girl In ten thousand becomes a scholar. 
Small is, the chance that my boy will 
become a scholar, and so Infinitesimal 
is the chance that my daughter will 
become a scholar that I have the right, 
and perhaps am bound by the duty of, 
eliminating it from my calculations. 
But if my daughter cannot become a 
scholar, there is one thing which my 
daughter may become. She may be- 
come a. thinker. It is as much more 
Important, as it is more probable. For 
the opportunities,for the use of schol- 
arship are few, sporadic; but the op- 
portunities for the use of the power 
of thinking are constant, in no better 
way can I prepare my daughter to un- 
dertake the Joys and responsibilities of 
the headship of a home, either for her- 
self alone or for herself in combination 
with others, than by making her a 
thinker. 
The appreciation of others' 
needs is most readily secured by think- 
ing. 
Wise thoughtfulness saves, 
or 
helps to save one from selfishness. Ef- 
fective economy, or economic efficien- 
cy, is the result of discrimination, and 
discrimination Is a form of » thinking. 
Attention to details Is primarily an In- 
tellecual quality. 
The largeness of 
conception which my daughter should 
embody In her life In the home repre- 
sents the power of thought. Therefore, 
I wish'my danghter 
to
